Chief Pilot, 
Passenger 
Die as 
Craft 
Falls 
at St. Louis After 
Hitting Tree 


St. Louis, Jan . 23 <ff—Only a 
mile from safety, a big Transcon­ 
tinental & W estern airliner crash­ 
ed before daw-n today approaching 
Lam bert-St. Louis municipal a ir­ 
port, killing th e chief pilot and a 
passenger and injuring 12 other 
persons. 
Flying on instrum ents, Captain 
P. T. W. S cott passed over the 
field at 4:13 a. rn.. CST. and three 
m inutes later he w as dead in the 
wreckage of the ship, “The Sky- 
Slecper.” 
J. F. Mott, a TW A employe who 
boarded the plane as a passenger 
a t Kansas City, also was killed. 
F ar behind schedule, the a ir­ 
liner, enroute from Los Angeles 
to New York, flew- low’ across the 
field and then oanked to the left 
in making a sw ing for a landing 
from the southw est. 
Residents of th e neighborhood 
heard an angry ro ar of the twin 
motors, apparently when the pilot 
"gunned” his engines in an effort 
to climb. A "big flash” followed. 
Clips M aple Tree 
The giant plane clipped a maple 
tree, 40 feet high, ripped a wing 
across the top of a row of trees 
and a telephone pole and smashed 
to the ground ‘.n the back yard 
of a farm house. It did not bum . 
One motor w as torn from the 
plane while it still was in the air 
and the other broke off at the 
im pact with the ground. 
One side of the snip was sheared 
away and the 
first persons to 
reach the scene said some of the 
passengers w ere able to get out 
by themselves. T he others were 
helped out. Am bulances took six 
injured to one hospital and five 
to another.

He 
seemed to be urging the fallen dem ocracies 
of Europe to keep the faith against a day of 
deliverance. He seemed to be encouraging 
Greece In her noble fight. He seemed also to 
be trying to pass along the principles of de- i 
rnocracy to nations that are reaching for fhe J 
light in any quarter of the confused world, 
especially in China. 
Thus the presidency, at such a tim e, can 
become a great sounding-board for freedom. 


THREE-CORNERED DIPLOMACY 
An interesting diplomatic tie-up is the ap- j 
pointment of Sir Gerald Campbell, British 
high commissioner to Canada, as m inister to 
the United States. Along with Sir N evile But­ 
ler, counsellor to the British em bassy, w ho 
was recently raised to ministerial rank, this 
makes two British ministers at W ashington 
in addition to the British ambassador. 
Canada has its own minister at W ashing­ 
ton, too. Altogether, Britain and her self-gov­ 
erning Dominion to the north of us will be 
very fully represented in this country from 
now on. Our governm ent, completing the tie- 
up. has a minister at the Canadian capital. 
Many Americans have never quite grasped 
the fact that Canada is now virtually an inde­ 
pendent nation. Its only official link w ith the 
mother country is through the crown. King 
George is Canada's King just as he is Eng* 
land's, and he is represented at Ottawa by a 
governor-general w hose actual authority is 
slight. 
These facts about Canada seem worth em ­ 
phasizing in the present state of the world 
because, by geographical position and natu­ 
ral bonds, our own country is closely and per­ 
manently linked with Canada. If Britain 
should fall, the links would be more self-evi­ 
dent, although it isn’t likely that Canada 
would actually com e into our Union.

Mexico's behavior toward our country,

seems too good to be true. One after another, 
difficulties and dangers of long standing be­ 
tween Mexico and the United States are be­ 
ing wiped out. 
A current example is the report from M ex­ 
ico City that the government there will w el­ 
come an exclusive arrangement to turn its 
flow of essential war metals away from the 
Axis countries. This could be accomplished 
by the United States buying up the whole 
Mexican production of such m etals The chief 
materials Involved are copper, lead, Zinc, 
manganese and antimony. Petroleum is an 
Important part of the same problem. 
If such an arrangement were made. Japan 
and Germany particularly would be de­ 
prived of considerable imports they can now 
use to make war on the democracies, includ­ 
ing our own country. The importance of cut­ 
ting of their supplies by methods which at 
the same tim e would benefit Britain and the 
United States and help restore solvency to 
the Mexican government is obvious. There 
are some products involved that we don't 
need, but they all have a nuisance value if 
the dictators get them.

Patients sen sitive to lur or dandruff were cured 
by removal of these animal substances from their

Sudden changes in the w eather did have som e 
influence on the asthm a, especially am ong children 
sensitive to house dust. 
Thus it w ill be seen that the cause of the great 
majority of these cases of asthm a in children w as 
found. Dr. Stoesser does not m ention nervousness 
or em otional upsetm ent as a cause of asthma in 
children, in adults it is agreed that at least a few 
cases are due to nervousness and em otionalism .

80 Highly Sensitive Radio 
Stations Equipped to 
Police the Ether. 


CHICAGO—And bow It’* "electric 
ears” tor government service. 
In tense times of today the very 
air waves may be the mean* where­ 
by spies and saboteurs ar* getting 
their messages through to th* place 
they will do America the most 
harm. 
So, under the Federal Communi­ 
cations commission, 80 highly sensi­ 
tive “listening posts" ar* being in­ 
stalled throughout th* country, and 
they will be combing the ether 24 
hiurs a day to intercept subversive 
messages. 
Such a post for the Chicago area 
already has been placed in opera­ 
tion at the Navy pier. Every state 
sn the Union will have at least one 
listening post," and densely popu- 
' a t e d states will have two or more 
under the present FCC plans. 
Call for Operators. 
These posts, technically known aa 
“secondary base monitoring sta- 
tiona” form one link in tha new 
and closely knit co-operative pro- 
gram between the FCC, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
army and navy intcUigtnea depart- 
marts. 
Two hundred and fifty radio en­ 
gineers and a like number of opera­ 
tors from private broadcasting sta­ 
tions and amateur ranks have been 
invited to file applications with the 
commission for positions manning 
tha monitoring stations unceasingly. 
Officials said the newly created 
defense section of the FCC, under 
which this work comes, will be en­ 
tirely separate from the normal op­ 
erations of the commission. 
The 
ni rmal functions involve radio sta­ 
tion inspections, handling of opera­ 
tors’ licenses and ship equipment 
clearance*. 
Each station is being furnished 
with one mobile unit, fitted into a 
large sedan, for tracking down un­ 
authorized radio transmitters. 
Record Messages. 
Cars are equipped with cylinder- 
type recorders, two radio receivers 
that cover the entire ether spectrum 
including ultrahigh frequencies, a 
direction finder with portable loop 
antenna, 30-watt frequency modula- 
ton type transm itters and devices 
to permit communication between 
all cars. 
Recording equipment will be uti­ 
lized to preserve on wax cylinders 
for analysis by intelligence agents 
all unauthorized broadcasts of a sub­ 
versive or doubtful character, offi­ 
cials stated. 
Most of the base stations are be­ 
ing located on federal military rea- 
ervations or on leased farm s, usual­ 
ly on the outskirts of cities, to allow 
privacy of movement to operat­ 
ing crews, space for antenna and 
a minimum noise level. 
Each "listening post" will be in 
charge of a monitoring officer hav­ 
ing a civil service rating and paid 
S3 200 annually. 
Assistants will be 
paid $2,600, while first class radio 
operators will receive $1,800 and 
second class. $1,620 a year. 
Licensed “ham s," or amateurs, 
ara eligible to apply for operators’ 
appointments, as are licensed com­ 
mercial operators, but each must 
prove his unquestionable loyalty to 
the nation, officials declared.

GRAND RAPIDS.—Mayor George 
Welsh has been asked to intercede 
for a tribe of Indians at Taos, N. M., 
so that when its members are con­ 
scripted they won’t lose their long 
braids and their chance to go to 
the Happy Hunting Ground. 
Welsh, who on visits to New Mex­ 
ico became friendly with the Indians 
and invited them to visit here, re­ 
ceived a letter from a rancher rep­ 
resenting the tribe. 
The letter sets forth that long hair 
is an essential part of the religion 
of the Taos tribe. 
Tribesmen are 
ready to serve their country, the let­ 
ter said, but hope for special dis­ 
pensation regarding arm y regula­ 
tions which make the "bean shave" 
a part of the military scheme.

Modern concrete highways and 
buses and trucks with their more 
economic operation are sounding Hie 
death knell of the Indiana Railroad 
interurban system, once the largest 
in the United States.

So, under terms of the 
treaty, parts of w hit became Min­ 
nesota, North and South Dakota, are 
not properly parts of the Purchase 
The same thing happened in Lou­ 
isiana. 
A portion of this state—thought to 
drain into the Mississippi—turned 
out to drain into the Sabine river. 
A part of Colorado was a little 
more involved. 
A small part near Kstes Tark was 
dirt-over, I not to dram into the Mis­ 
sissippi, and hence was not a part 
of the Louisiana Purchase. On the 
e ther hand, it was east of the Con­ 
tinental Divide and not a part of 
what Me xico ceded to the United 
States in 1848.
